BUSPECT MEMBER OF “WIRE 
GANG” UNDER ARREST. 


He Admits That He Was in Pittsfield 
at the Time May Fosburgh Was 
Killed, but Denies 
Complicity.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., March 15.—The

fire which occurred recently at Great Ba) | 
rington. It is wnderstood that the evi- | 
Gence presented at the inquest was to be 
offered at the coming trial of young Fos- 
burgh in July. 

The notes had been transcribed, and 
copies were placed in the hands af the 
district attorney at the time the case was 
presented to the grandjury. 

There appears to be some question as to 
whether the transcribed notes may be of- 
fered as evidence at the trial. 

A suspicious character, who answers 
positively the description of one of the men 
seen in Pittsfield with members of the ‘‘wire 
gang’ in August, is Vaughan Hawkins. 
now in jail at Hudson, N. Y., charged with 
em 3 a house. 

Hawkins is believed to have been one ot 
the “‘wire gang’ which operated in Berk- 
shire County at the time of the murder of 
May Fosburg, and that he was with them 
et Great Barrington and Pittsfield is indi- 
cated by the accuracy of the description 
furnished by witnesses who saw the ‘‘wire 
Sang” at those places. 

Hawkins admits that he was in Pittsfield 

at the time of the shooting of May Fos- 
burg, but says emphatically that he never 
knew any of the ‘‘wire gang."’ At the time 
that the gang Was traveling around Pitts- 
field they patronized saloons freely, and 
the best description of them came from bar- 
tenders and others who had seen them 
drinking. 
The men, since known to have been 
Bligh, Quinn, Hackett and Patterson, were 
described by Pittsfield men. Another man, 
who was never found, was spoken of as 
the apparent companion of these men in 
the Pittsfield saloons. Hie was described as 
tall, thin, dark complexioned, with a long 
scar on his forehead and very dark hands 
—almost as dark as those of a mulatto. 

The scar on the forehead and the dark 
hands are two identifying marks that are 
very noticeable on Vaughan Hawkins. The 
scar is very prominent, being a long, deep 

ark between his eves. He says he was 
cked by a horse when a boy. 

Hawkins was arrested, charged with rob- 
bing the house of Wallace Stevens of Mel- 
lenville, N. Y., July 5 last. He has con- 
fessed to that job. He tells a very con- 
nected story of his movements after leav- 
ing Mellenville. His wanderings took him 
to Pittsfield, where he admits he was at 
the time of the Fosburgh murder. He dis- 
laims all knowledge of the wire gang and 
laims that he was helping in the care of 
J. B. Sinclair's horses, then trotting on the 
western Massachusetts circuit. Mr. Sin- 
clair says positively that Hawkins was 
never in his employ. Hawkins’ story as 
told today tallies exactly with the entire

THE REAL MUNICIPAL ISSUES: 

In his Wednesday speech at the Merchants’ League Club Mr. 
Parker, Republican candidate for Mayor, devoted his at- 
tention wholly to a discussion of the Nesbit law and the 
question of securing a fair election law for St. Louis. ‘That 
is the overshadowing issue,’’ he said. He intimated that his 
platform would be devoted chiefly to this issue. 

Mr. Parker will make a great mistake if he builds his plat- 
form on the Nesbit law and makes his campaign on that 
issue to the exclusion of the real issues involved in the mu. 
nicipal election and especially in the mayoralty contest. 

Decent citizens of all parties want fair election laws and 
an efficient police force, but the municipet election will have 
not the slightest effect on either the election laws or the police 
management. St. Louis will not elect a State Legislature or 
@ Governor in April, but a Mayor and municipal officers, 
charged with the management of the city’s business. 

The city’s business has been grossly mismanaged for four 
years. The treasury has been plundered, public work has 
been badly done or wholly neglected by the gang of machine 
epoilsmen in power at the City Hall. Corruption has been 
Tampant and what of the city’s resources corruption has 
epared incompetence has wasted. 

The issue of the municipal campaign is the reform of the 
municipal government. The people want a Mayor who will 
relieve the City Hall of the whole gang of spoilsmen who, 
during the Ziegenhein administration, have plundered and 
disgraced St. Louis. They want a Mayor who will thoroughly 
reform the city government and reorganize it on a basis of 
efficiency, honesty and decency. 

Will Mr. Parker do this? Can he and will he make a clean 
sweep of the City Hall gang?

Friday, March 15, is the one hundred and thirty-fourth an- 
nivereary of Andrew Jackson's birth. 

Jackson was born near the division line of the Carolinas 
of Scotch-Irish parents. As a boy he was fearless, self willed 
Sudacious and inexorably honest, characteristics which per- 
sisted through life and made him the hero of New Orleans 

 @nd President of the United States. 

In 1821, then major-general of the army, he was made govern-

on the whole governed well, but was autocratic and impa-

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BENJAMIN HARRISON. 

Benjamin Harrison, ex-President of the United States, who 
died Wednesday afternoon, was one of the best examples 
of American manhood. 

Mr. Harrison was not a showy personality, and because of 
his modest, unpicturesqueness he got a reputation for cold- 
Probabiy nothing could have farther from the 
truth, Hle was self-contained, self-controlled, and always a 
gentieman. He did not carry his heart on his sleeve, nor 
practice any of the other tricks by which so many men rise 
to great place. There was nothing theatrical about him. 

Ilis statesmanship was like his personality. He never posed, 
He wanted results not “effects.” And his aims were patriotic 
and unselfish. 

His oratory was like his statesmanship. He never “slopped 
over."" In the making of five-minute speeches he was a master 
craftsman. Quiet, concise, pointed, he never offended good 
taste. But no more effective oratory has ever been heard 
than his during the campaign of 18838. 

Mr. Harrison's happiest gift was youth. He never stopped 
growing. He was more of a man the weék before he died 
than ever before. His interest in life and affairs was fresh. 
vital and vigorous and his distinction grew more marked with 
public utterance. His usefulness never

waned. 

In Mr. Harrison's death the country loses a man whose 
career may well be held up as an example to youth. He 
showed how a man might succeed in American politics with- 
out the least sacrifice of self-respect. 
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The refusal of the Republican organization to conform to 
the demand of the reform element for early nominations has 
made it practically impossible to bring out independent can- 
didates for the House of Delegates in those wards where the 
nominations of both parties are unfit. The best that the 
voter can do is to choose the best candidate in his ward and 
vote and work for him.
